Just when people who have 
been following the Canadian 
Motor Speedway (CMS) issue 
were getting ready to kick 
their interest into high gear 
with an Ontario Municipal 
Board (OMB) pre-hearing 
this Friday, it has been 
announced that the brakes 
have been put on the process. 

The OMB hearing will now 
take place at an undeter¬ 
mined time and date, after a 
press release issued by the 
Town was received by local 
media on Tuesday. Mayor 
Doug Martin also made the 
announcement at Monday's 
council-in-committee meet¬ 
ing. 

At the request of the CMS, 
the Town of Fort Erie and the 
Niagara Region, the pre-hear¬ 
ing has been stalled until fur¬ 
ther notice.

"Based on the issues 
raised in the appeals and 
the status of the various 
reports to be completed in 
response to some of the 
issues, all three entities 
requested that additional 
time be provided in order to 
enable all parties to narrow 
the outstanding issues with 
a view of streamlining the 
process moving forward," 
reads the press release. 

The proposed CMS com¬ 
plex includes a one-mile 
oval course and a spectator 
grandstand that could seat 
up to 65,000 people, as well 
as a 2.5 mile road course. 

Also included in the 
plans are a 74-acre com¬ 
mercial accessory complex 
which would include 
restaurants, shopping, 


waterpark, a fitness centre 
and other features. 

The commercial area 
would also include a hotel 
with up to 250 suites, a

parking area and two 
camping areas on a com¬ 
bined 327 acres of land. 

Also being proposed by 
the CMS is a 66 acre 
"Innovation and Business 
Park" which would include 
a variety of motor-sports 
oriented businesses such as 
offices for track manage¬ 
ment, a control tower, race 
support repair shops and a 
research and technology 
facility. 

Approximately 170 acres 
of land within the 820 acres 
the speedway would 


encompass will be main¬ 
tained for the enhancement 
of natural features. 

Azhar Mohammad, 
director of the Ontario- 
based company responsi¬ 
ble for building the pro¬ 
posed speedway, says the 
pre-hearing’s adjournment 
will give all parties more of 
a chance to tie up any loose 
ends that may still be lin¬ 
gering, such as responses to 
reports that were requested 
by the development's oppo- 

“It’s to provide an oppor¬ 
tunity for everyone to com¬ 
plete their necessary prepa¬ 
rations,” he said. 

Mohammad also said 
that the CMS was prepared 
to begin the hearing, origi¬ 
nally scheduled for Friday, 
but knows there is still 
more evidence and studies 
that will need to be 
presented as the 
process continues. 

“Until the last 
brick is laid on the 
CMS, we will still 
be required to 


present various kinds of 
technical studies,” he said. 

Mohammad is “extremely 
confident” the CMS has 
done its due diligence with 
the project so far and that 
the OMB will rule against 
appeals made in opposi¬ 
tion. 

Considering the facility 
has plans for more than just 
two auto-racing courses on 
site and that it is projected 
many other outlets and 
establishments will be 
erected nearby, he said the 
benefits need to be real¬ 
ized. McMaster University 
is also on-track to build a 
research and development 
centre at the site. 

“A lot of people think it's 
only a speedway, but it's 
about the other ancillary 
businesses it will bring," he

"The value Fort Erie and 
Southern Ontario is looking 
at with respect to this 
development is phenome¬ 
nal,” he said. 

The Citizens Coalition of 
Greater Fort Erie (CCGFE), 
a grass-roots organization 
that is fighting the pro¬ 


posed track says if this proj¬ 
ect becomes a reality, it will 
have detrimental impacts 
on the environment. 

In a press release issued 
by the group, a handful of 
renowned environmental 
and conservation agencies 
are said to be on the 
CCGFE’s side of the issue. 

The David Suzuki 
Foundation, Ontario 
Nature, the Preservation of 
Agricultural Lands Society 
and the Carolinian Canada 
Coalition are all listed as 
groups who support the 
opposition’s position. 

"It is rare that a single 
issue can attract the atten¬ 
tion and support of so 
many watchdog agencies," 
said CCGFE president 
Sandy Vant.

If you see local motorists 
swerving on the road, it 
probably isn’t because 
they are texting on their 
cell phone or shouldn’t be 
behind the wheel because 
of their blood-alcohol 
level... it’s more than likely 
just an attempt to avoid a 
giant pothole. 

This week, the Times 
posted an inquiry to its 
readers on Facebook, look¬ 
ing to hear about experi¬ 
ences vehicle-owners in 
Greater Fort Erie might be 
willing to share, related to 
the subject. 

In total, 28 comments 
were left on the fan page, 
while others opted to email 
or call the newsroom. 

“You can barely even 
drive down some of the 
roads without thinking 
you're off-roading,” said a 
Ridgeway-Thunder Bay res¬ 
ident who wished to 
remain anonymous. 

“The potholes are more 
like crevices and canyons 
than anything,” he wrote in 


Wendy Hagerty says her 
family’s vehicles have suf¬ 
fered from the road condi¬ 
tions in Point Abino, after 
the hubcap from her 
daughter's car came ajar 
twice. The first time they 
assumed it was along the 
stretch near Sherkston 
Road and when they 
scoured the area, were able 
to locate it in a nearby yard. 

After losing the same 
hubcap a second time, she 
decided to keep an eye out 
while on her way from Port 
Colborne. 

“Sure enough, there it 
was in the same spot, 
propped up against a tree 
waiting for us,” she said. 

Bev Roynon says when 
she travels along Netherby 
Road in the morning, the 
condition of the roads are 
so bad it has affected her 
daily routine. 

“I won’t open my coffee 
until I pass that spot on my 
way to work in the morn¬ 
ing,” said Roynon, who also 
has concerns about East 
Avenue in Stevensville. 

Lori-Dawn Antaya says 
some local road conditions 
are dangerous for pedestri¬ 


ans too, especially when 
she walks her children to 
St. George’s Catholic 
School in Crystal Beach. 
The intersection of 
Wellington Court and 
Ridgeway Road should be 
cause for concern, in her 
opinion. 

"The crossing guard has 
to take her life into her own 
hands with the cars coming 
around the corner, swerv¬ 
ing to miss the holes or 
splashing you with water. 
It’s terribly scary,” she said. 

Director of infrastructure 
services Ron Tripp agrees 
the roads are in poor condi¬ 
tion, but said Fort Erie isn’t 
the only place where resi¬ 
dents are noticing a prob- 

“We have our share, as 
does every other munici¬ 
pality,” said Tripp. 

In the Spring, it is com¬ 
mon for the Town to field 
complaints on this matter, 
once the snow melts and 
the roads are bare again. 
But Tripp attributes multi¬ 
ple thaws to the severity of 
the problem this time 
around, causing more 
moisture than normal to 
sink into the

asphalt. 

“It's worse this 
year than it has 
been in the last five, 
but that’s the stan- 

Niagara,” he said. 

Currently, patch¬ 
ing roads is one of 
the Town’s biggest 
priorities and all 

assigned to work¬ 
ing on improving 
the situation. 

“We’ve focused 
all our resources 
right now on get¬ 
ting everything 
patched," said 
Tripp. 

The Town’s engi¬ 
neering depart¬ 
ment is also in the 
process of identify¬ 
ing a list of roads in 
need of repair and 
ranking the by pri¬ 
ority. This will 
eventually lead to a 
report for council’s 
consideration, 
which Tripp 

expects will be in 
about two months.

Leisure Homes are not 
trailers, reader clarifies 


> Headline from 
last week's issue 
inspires letter 
from proud leisure 
home owner 

Dear Editor, 

I bristled when I saw 
the front page of the Fort 
Erie Times on April 2, 
2011 and saw a headline 
that said "FEFD responds 


to trailer fire.”

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‘Weekend at Bernie’s’ 
no longer part of beach 


"Weekend at Bemle's" will 
no longer be the first place 
patrons of Bay Beach will 
head to for a cold drink or 
something to eat during the 
summer. 

On Monday night, council 
voted in favour of not renew¬ 
ing an agreement with Bemie 
Pollino, who has operated 
the concession stand at the 
beach since 2009, after Town 
staff says he did not bring the 
facility up to standard since 
taking over. 

Politicians later opted to 
send out a request for pro¬ 
posal for a refreshment vehi¬ 
cle on the beach to accom¬ 
modate beach visitors' needs. 

If council was to renew the 
contract between the Town 
and Pollino to keep him in 
place as the concession's 
proprietor, improvements to 
the facility's roof, at the price 
of $7,000, would need to take 
place before the beach for 
'May 24' weekend, which 
lands on May 21 this year. 

Facilities manager Sean 
Hutton explained fie $7,000 
figure would only cover a 
portion of the roof. 

"There's a little bit 
on the east side that 
wouldn't need to be 
done," he said. 

In a letter received 
by the Town from 
the Niagara Region's 
public health 
department, saying 
that the facility 
would not be able to 
re-open for the 2011 
season if these 
improvements were 
not made. 

"Although some

It says the installation of 
more permanent kitchen 
counter tops and cabinets 
are required, along with 
repairs to walls and the ceil¬ 
ing. 

Better efforts to prevent 
reduce an ongoing inse 
problem at the site needs 
take place as well, by replac¬ 
ing screen doors and seeking 
assistance through profes¬ 
sional pest control. 

Further in the report, 
ments are provided from 
chief of the Fort Erie Fire 
Department Larry Coplen 
where concerns of safety 

He says having fryers 
up on the beach patrons 
could possibly trip and fall i 
cords, or high winds could

Doll House needs new tenants 


> Council 

approves send¬ 
ing out expres¬ 
sion of interest to fill 
historic building's- 
vacancy 


One of Greater Fort Erie's 
most historic buildings, the 
Mahoney's Dolls House 
Gallery, may have some 
new tenants. 

On Monday night, coun¬ 
cil approved a staff report 
to seek an expression of 
interest from cultural, 
artistic or heritage non¬ 
profit organizations who 
might want to operate out 
of the building, located on 
the Niagara Parkway, just 
north of Jarvis Street. 

The building was con¬ 
structed in 1835 and is 
believed to have been a 
safe-haven for slaves trav¬ 
elling through the 
Underground Railroad. 


Until last year, the facility 
housed one of the world's 
largest and most unique 
collection of miniature doll 
houses, before the founda¬ 
tion that operated the 
museum folded and auc¬ 
tioned off all the items, 
originally owned by 
Mildrid M. Mahoney. 

Since then, the building, 
also known as Bertie Hall, 
has been empty. 

In 1982, the Town 
entered into a lease agree¬ 
ment with the Niagara 
parks Commission (NPC) 
and concurrently entered 
into an agreement to sub¬ 


lease the building with the 
Mahoney Silver Jubilee 
Dollhouse Foundation. 

The Town's lease with 
the NPC provides for a 
lease payment of one dollar 
annually and payment of 
all utility and municipal 
charges, which expires in 
May of 2016. 

There has also been 
speculation about paranor¬ 
mal activity within the 
building as many TV pro¬ 
grams have devoted 
episodes to questions sur¬ 
rounding the possibility. 

In the past, staff of the 
Dolls House have gone on 


the record, talking about 
various sightings and the 
presence of spirits at the 

Jane Davies, curator of 
Fort Erie museum services, 
said it is important to 
maintain the heritage of 
the building, especially 
right where it all began. 

“Fort Erie has so much 
history and it's impossible 
to display it all in one spot,” 
she said. 

Because of this, Fort 
Erie’s rich heritage can’t be 
contained under one roof. 

"There’s so much of it, 
which is a good thing.”
